lf Speech Develops Too Slowly 
By BABIY CU VI UNB MYM* PBJ. 
A PEW children who don't be­ 
gin to talk as early as the average 
child does may be hard of hear­ 
ing, may be retarded mentally or 
may have sustained harm to his 
central nervous system. But many 
young children who have failed 
to learn to talk have been hamp­ 
ered emotionally. 
A few years ago* at the Cleve­ 
land Speech and Hearing Center 
of Western Reserve University an 
experiment was conducted, whose 
results have hopeful, helpful sug­ 
gestions for parents. The study 
was made by Amy Chapin and 
Margaret Corcoran of that Cen­ 
ter and reported In the Journal 
of Speech Correction, 1M7, vol 12, 
pp. 373-276. 
Virtually gpeecbleee 
The sixteen children selected 
for the experiment were all over 
three years of age and all were 
virtually speechless. On tbs basis 
of careful testing the children all 
"showed evidence of normally In­ 
telligent behavior.1* The parents 
were pledged to cooperate. The 
assumption was that Inhibitions 
of speech can best be released in 
a normal play situation* so the 
environment provided for these 
children was that of a normal 
nursery. 
Practically all the children 
tended to have many fears, es­ 
pecially fears of other children 
and of competition with them. 
Every child in the group cried or 
had a temper tantrum, or In some 
way showed his fear and dis 
pleasure when his mother first 
left him in the playroom. 
Vbais Issssasd 
In this play situation tsars les­ 
sened and the child gradually 
learned Ie walt on hlmeelf end to 


feel more independent physically 
(and emotionally. The children 
were encouraged to fight back 
and defend their own things 
and themselves. Gradually they 
learned to share and, later, to 
Join In some simple games by the 
whole group, gaining occasion to 
(express their feelings, needs and 
wants in words. 
■By the adult leaders, these chil* 
clren were addressed and treated 
as any speaking child. Naturally 
speech began to bt associated 
with all the sounds, words and 
sentences, with garnet and ob­ 
jects. 
Though according to Oessell, 
children usually begin to play 
side by side. each In his own way 
but at similar activity (parapet 
play) at about two years of age, 
I these children whose average ago 
was 6.2 years had not yet devel- 
mm 


The play program with these Ii 
children lasted for about Avo 
months* after which 12 of them 
had normal speech or were con­ 
sidered ready to enter regular 
school titlists 
If your child la noticeably late 
la developing speech have his 
hearing tested. Treat him as lf 
he talked but never urge him to 
talk. Talk to him about what ho 
Is doing or you are doing with him 
or for hun. Read some to him 
every day. Help him avoid of 
overcome fears. Provide him with 
a serene, 
atmosphere 
but help him grow leas dependent 
on you physically tad emotion­ 
ally. Encourage him la creative 
fun. Mott of all* set the stage co 
he will play constantly with other 
children of his age. lf possible, 
enter him In a nursery ashool or
